Town approves 10-year capital plan 

Grant money key to moving projects up the list

Didsbury Town Council has approved a 
list of priorities for capital projects over 
the next decade, and has promised to 
make the plan a “living document”, mean¬ 
ing it won’t just gather dust on a shelf. 

Projects such as the completion of the 
Centennial Trail, paving, water, sewer and 
storm sewer projects and the future con¬ 
struction of a new reservoir and an 
upgraded pumphouse are included in the 
plan. 

Administration is calling it a “huge step" 
for the Town of Didsbury, allowing for 
long-range planning for mtyor projects. 

The 10-year Capital Plan will fit into the 
greater 30-year Municipal Development 
Plan still under development, according to 
Mayor Dorothy Moore. 

Priority projects for 2007 include the 


20th St. extension, paving of industrial 
streets, increasing the volume of the 15th 
Ave. storm sewer, the twinning of waste- 
water near the hospital and paving one 
mile of Centennial Trail. 

The 15th Avenue project, which has been 
a hot topic for some time, is scheduled to 
be dealt with in 2010. 

Prior to approval of the plan, councillors 
Stephanie Dodyk and Ernie Ryckman both 
told council they felt 2010 was too far away 
for such an important project. 

CAO Roy Brown agreed, but said the 
project will likely be moved up. 

“I totally agree with you and there’s no 
way any council will allow that to happen 
I’m sure,” he told council. 

Brown said the Town is still in the run¬ 
ning for a Canada-Alberta Municipal Rural 
Infrastructure Fund (CAMRIF) grant, and 
those dollars make a huge difference in 
terms of when the project can be complet¬ 


ed. 

“I feel very, very confident that if we 
don’t get CAMRIF this round, that we’re 
going to get it within a year,” he said. 

“If we didn’t I’d be very suprised. We’ve 
got a lot going for our application.” 

The government recently announced the 
first recipients of CAMRIF dollars and will 
continue to make announcements through¬ 
out February and March, said Mayor 
Moore. 

“They’re announcing a couple here and a 
couple there,” she said. 

“TTiere’ll be a second half to the process, 
so if we don’t get it in the first round, we’re 
hoping to get it in the second.” 

Brown has requested information about 
Didsbury’s application status and said a let¬ 
ter to this point is expected to arrive from 
Ottawa soon. Council will then decide how 
to respond. 

Brown said a “Plan B” for the 15th Ave. 


project is being discussed in the case a 
CAMRIF doesn’t come through. 

In the meantime, Moore said it’s impor¬ 
tant to understand the 10-year Capital 
Project is always open to adjustment as 
time goes by, and council needs to put its 
focus on what can be done right now. 

“I think there’s no way we could have 
completed that (15th Ave. project) with the 
engineering and everything this year in any 
case, so the main thing is that we go ahead 
with the 2007 things so they can get them 
off the ground right away and the rest of 
the items are planned," she said. 

Moore said the Town will continue to 
apply for as many grant dollars as possible 
to assist in the financial costs of the identi¬ 
fied projects, and any grant dollars received 
will help expedite project timelines.

Building character no easy task

Preserving Didsbury’s 
character is a high priority 
for town council as it gets 
closer to finalizing a 30-year 
Municipal Development 
Plan, and the town contin¬ 
ues to grow, but just how do 
they do that? 

It’s a question council 
isn’t finding an easy answer 
to. 

Councillor Ernie 


Ryckman had earlier sug¬ 
gested that the Town’s con¬ 
tract planners develop a 
redevelopment plan for the 
area around the old 
Didsbury High School and 
museum. 

But a “redevelopment 
plan” carries with it serious 
planning, according to 
Mayor Dorothy Moore, who 
referred to design guide¬ 
lines for the downtown 
core as an example. 

“What we have for down¬ 


town is not a redevelop¬ 
ment plan, it’s design guide¬ 
lines, which is a far less 
onerous thing and the rede¬ 
velopment plan would 
involve the planners devel¬ 
oping area structure plans 
and developing docu¬ 
ments,” she said. 

She was clear that the 
guidelines around down¬ 
town development are just 
that - guidelines. They are 
not required to be adhered 
to under a land use bylaw.

“We haven’t accepted 
them (guidelines),” said 
Moore. 

“We do have them in 
booklet form. We could 
accept them, and that’s 
what I would like to see 
mabye looking into.” 

Moore said it might be 
worth taking a look at those 
suggested design guidelines 
and see how they might be 
rolled into a plan for the old 
high school site, at least in 
the interim. 

During council’s regular 
meeting Feb. 20, Ryckman 
told council he hadn’t 
intended for the project to 
be so onerous. 

“I thought I was just talk¬ 
ing about putting in the 
guidelines and maybe 
changing some zoning or 
whatever, so that you can 
know what can go in that 
area in the future,” said 
Ryckman. 

“This wasn’t my intention 
at all.” 

Town CAO Roy Brown 
said when he and develop¬ 
ment planner Robert Wigg 
reviewed the recommenda¬ 
tion to council, they agreed 
a redevelopment plan didn’t 
necessarily reflect what 
was intended. 

“That’s why my recom¬ 
mendation would be to put 
it to committee for clarifica¬ 
tion and then proceed from 
there,” he said. 

“Because this has a very 
specific definition and it’s a 
huge project.” 

Ryckman had other con¬ 
cerns as well. 

“We don’t really have a 
proper area defined for 
what we’re going to cover," 
he told council at the last 
regular meeting, Feb. 20. 

“We're going to have to 
put in some proper bylaw if 
we want to redevelop the 
area, but we don’t even 
know what the area is 
because council hasn’t 
decided that. We discussed 
it at the last meeting and 
we’ve all got different ideas 
of what it is." 

Council will direct the 
planning and protective 
services committee to make 
answering all of these 
design questions a priority.

Town reduces mill rates

on their municipal tax bill, 
despite their home's worth 
going up more than $60,000. 

Moore said unless resi¬ 
dents have seen a 28 per 
cent increase in their resi¬ 
dential assessments, they 
will not likely see an 
increase in their 2007 prop¬ 
erty taxes. 


Moore said the Town uses 
a contracted assessor 
every year. 

“Every area has a differ¬ 
ent assessment criteria and 
every type (commercial, 
vacant, etc) has its own cat¬ 
egory, so it is fair and equi¬ 
table as ntuch as he can 
make it in the first place.” 


Despite a 33 per cent 
increase in property assess¬ 
ments within the town of 
Didsbury, most residents 
won’t see a big increase in 
their municipal taxes when 
they come in the mail this 
May. 

The Town of Didsbury 
has decided to reduce mill 
rates for residential, non¬ 
resident ial and vacant resi¬ 
dential properties to soften 
the tax blow that often 
conn's with market growth. 

“We’re always happy to 
do a mill rate decrease,” 
said Mayor Dorothy Moore. 

“We haven’t done that as a 
council. It’s a real new thing 
for me.” 

Deputy Mayor Brian 
Wittal told council he’s 
already received positive 
feedback on the decision to 
reduce mill rates from a 
senior in town. 

“He said, ‘job well 
done,"’”said Wittal. 

“He appreciated it.” 

The Residential mill rate 
has been reduced by 2.3 
mills, from 10.3 to 8 mills; 
Residential Vacant has been 
reduced by 1.8 mills, from 
12.3 to 10.5 mills; and the 
Non-resident ial rate has 
been reduced by 2.5 mills, 
from 12.5 to 10 mills. 

So, for example, a home 
assessed at $181,220 in 2000 
is now valued at $235,530 - 
an increase of 29.9 per cent. 
But the homeowners will 
only see an increase of 
about $17, or 0.94 per cent,

“There will be variances. 
Some properties will have 
increased in market value 
more than others, depend¬ 
ing on comparable property 
value,” she said. 

Town officials said the 
“remarkable” increase in 
assessed property value 
reflects not only the sizable 
increases in market value 
of existing properties, but 
also huge growth which 
spurs new development. 

Didsbury had a record 
growth year in 2fl(Kl. 

Moore said if your neigh¬ 
bours sold recently high, 
chances an' your assessment 
went up more titan an an'a 
where there weren’t as many 
sales or sales were lower. 

“People may see a 
decrease, they may see an 
increase, but it really 
reflects market value and 
we don’t really have any 
control over that.” she said. 


Moore said if anyone feels 
their assessment is not fair, 
the hired assessor is avail¬ 
able to provide explana¬ 
tions to people on an indi¬ 
vidual basis without cost. 

“So the best thing is, if 
you think it’s out of line 
with what you could sell the 
place for, then contact the 
Town office and they’ll set 
up an appointment with the 
assessor,” she said. 

Council is now awaiting 
word from the provincial 
government on the educa- 
tion property tax portion 
before mailing out munici¬ 
pal tax notices. 

Moore would like to 
remind seniors that the ('du¬ 
cat ion portion of their taxes 
is frozen at 2004 levels.

Protecting 
Canadian soil 

Th*> federal government’s move last week to introduce a 
new foreign criminal investigations protocol in Canada is a 
welcome move, protecting Canadian sovereignty and hope- 
fully preventing this country from becoming a haven for 
criminals from other countries. 

The protocol sets out notification and approval require¬ 
ments for foreign criminal investigators pursuing foreign 
criminal investigations anywhere in Canada It also sets out 
the roles and responsibilities of embassies, RCMPand feder¬ 
al, provincial and municipal police services. 

According to the federal government, foreign investigators 
can include police, other law enforcement officers, attorneys 
or “persons acting on the behalf of a foreign state.” 

The objectives of the protocol include safeguarding 
Canadian security, sovereignty and public interest, promot¬ 
ing effective investigation, protecting the rights of all i>er- 
sons in Canada 

It will also foster effective communication and coordina¬ 
tion among Canadian officials to minimize the likelihood 
that foreign criminal investigations in Canada could affect or 
interfere with other police operations that may be underway. 

Under the protocol, all foreign c riminal investigations in 
Canada must comply with Canadian law and the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. 

With criminal and terrorist groups inc reasingly become 
world-wide organizations, any move that will allow foreign 
investigators to work hand-in-hand wide Canadian law 
enforcement officials is for the best 

Cooperation among Canadian, American, British, French 
and other foreign investigators has occurred for decades, 
and the new protocol will help cement those relationships, 
outlying more closely what is and what is not acceptable on 
Canadian soil. 

Whether pursuing murderers or kidnappers, terrorists or 
white collar criminals, |>olice investigators must be able to 
cross borders in the pursuit of the guilty. Failing to do so, 
would give criminals an advantage and a hiding place. 

As such, most Canadian would probably applaud the new 
protocol as an effective crime fighting tool. 

1 lowever, now that the protocol is in place, the I larper gov¬ 
ernment must be vigilant in ensuring Canada doesn’t 
become an open hunting ground for bounty hunters more 
concerned with making a buck than with protecting the 
rights of accuser! persons. 

What Canadians also don’t want to see Is foreign investiga-

tors from countries with less than stellar human rights 
records, such as China and Russia, pursuing dissidents onto 
Canadian soil. 

Canada has a long, proud record of providing a safe haven 
for refugees and the oppressed, and efforts must be made to 
maintain Canada’s role as a place where deserving people 
can find safety and refuge. 

The new foreign investigation protocol is a good move if it 
leads to more criminals being caught and brought to jastice. 
If it serves to help oppressive foreign governments flaunt 
human rights, it will be a failure.

For those who took in the races and 
witnessed the incredible achievement of 
this army of volunteers, I thank you for 
lending your support. 

To the volunteers with whom 1 am so 
privileged to have worked with through 
this fantastic journey, there are no words 
in the English language which adequately 
express my sincere gratitude for your 
time, effort, energy and enthusiasm. You 
did Didsbury proud. You did Rosebud 
Run proud. On behalf of the Rosebud 
Run Sleddog Classic organizing commit¬ 
tee, we salute you.

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Animal cruelty petition 
delivered to Ottawa 


MP’s speech sparks Bill debate

After four months of late, and sometimes 
sleepless, nights Tamara Chaney Ls cele¬ 
brating the fact that her Stop Animal 
Cruelty petition has finally made it to 
Ottawa 

Wildrose MP Myron Thomspon presented 
the petition, complete with 11,896 signa¬ 
tures, in the House of Commons Feb. 19 to 
the applause of other MPs. 

Thomspon introduced it in support of the 
“‘Daisy Duke Bill’, in memory of a pup 
killed in my riding." 

While Chaney, who eagerly watched 
Thompson’s speech on TV, is thrilled the 
petition was presented, she’s upset he did¬ 
n’t clarify that the petition was drafted in 
support of Bill C-373, not Bill S-213. 

The latter hill, which Thompson has pub¬ 
licly thrown his support iK'hind, went to 
second reading in the House Monday. 

Since Feb. 19, Chaney has received 
numerous phone calls from people who 
provided signatures, and are upset the peti¬ 
tion could be lumped in with Bill S-213, 
which Chaney says is “severely lacking." 

The International Fund For Animals, in 
Ottawa is even considering launching a 
Canada-wide media campaign to clarify 
what each bill stands for, and wants to fly 
Chaney out to speak on the issue. 

“I really do feel (Thompson) has deceived 
11,000 people who signed in support of Bill 
C-373," said Chaney. 

But Thomspon said Bill S-213 is the only 
one in front of the House right now, and Bill 
C-373, tabled by Liberal MP Mark Holland 
in October 2006, is the 149th on 
Parliament’s list and likely won’t be dis¬ 
cussed for another two years. 

“What we have is a bill (S-213) before us 
and I want to deal with that one,” he said. 


“Let’s get the penalties fixed...any other 
(bills) that come forward in the future, to 
change it further, then we’ll take a look at 
it, but not until it gets to committee, then 
all the other bills such as C-373 will be 
looked at and set' if we want to incorporate 
some of that into the* bill that’s in front of 
the House.” 

Both bills ask for the same tougher maxi¬ 
mum penalties for animal abusers, but 
Chaney, along with the Canadian 
Federation of Humane Societies, believes 
S-213 falls short in other areas. 

The definition of an animal would not 
change, and they would continue to be clas¬ 
sified as property. 

Thompson said animals are property. 

“I think a farmer owns his cows and a 
family owns their pet,” he said. 

“Animals being treated the same as 
humans should never be the case; if you 
start doing that, look out." 

Chaney said what is likely holding 
Thompson, and other Tory MPs back from 
supporting Bill C-373, is that they are 
“wrongly” concerned it would affect the 
livestock industry. 

Thompson says he has not yet read Bill C- 
373, but he did say he would be very cau¬ 
tious of any bill that would “impede the nor¬ 
mal practices of ranching and farming." 

“Hopefully we’ll get the penalties up there 
where they’ll make a significant difference, 
then we can start addressing other 
things...but I’m afraid some of them I 
wouldn’t be able to support,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Thompson has asked Chaney 
and one of her team leaders, Paula James, 
to testify before the House of Commons 
when the time comes. 

And he said he will encourage Parliament 
to expediate the process to get Bill S-213 
passed, before an election is called or the 
House breaks for the summer.

With the Town of 
Didsbury’s green bin pro¬ 
gram not even underway 
yet, council is already 
questioning how success¬ 
ful the program will be and 
is grappling with how to 
get residents on board 
with going green. 

Semantics proved a 
complex issue as council 
sat down to approve the 
rollout cart collection poli¬ 
cy Feb. 20. 

The proposed poli¬ 
cy contained a para¬ 
graph that stated 
black bins “must 
not” contain recycla¬ 
ble materials such as 
cardboard, paper, tin 
cans, plastic, glass, 
etc. 

Councillor Stan 
Neufeld was con¬ 
cerned with the 
wording and suggest¬ 
ed the “must not” 
placed with “should 
not.” 

“My concern is that 
the majority of resi¬ 
dents in town would 
be out of compliance 
with the bylaw," he 
said. 

But Councillor Ernie 
Ryckman, who sits on the 
Mountain View Regional 
Waste Commission, said 
the use of “must not” is, 
well, a must. 

“The intent there is to 
those people who refuse 
to recycle, who have an 
overflowing bin every 
week, that we have some 
teeth to say ‘that’s not 
acceptable, you can’t do 
that. You have to recycle,’” 
said Ryckman. 

Last month council 
agreed to offer a second 
black bin to residents who 
wished to purchase anoth¬ 
er one, and Ryckman said 
changing the wording to 
should just opens the 
floodgates for those who 
want to abuse the system. 

“These people that won’t 
recycle will be the first to 
want two black bins,” he 
said.

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Concerned landowners stand up

,I«e Anglin, spokesper¬ 
son for concerned 
landowner group Lavesta, 
may not have received the 
political attention he had 
expected for his Feb. 17 
update of the group’s argu¬ 
ments against the installa¬ 
tion of a 500 kV transmis¬ 
sion line between 
Edmonton and Calgary, 
but what he did get he was 
happy with. 

“1 will give Myron 
Thompson credit for stay¬ 
ing," Anglin said during a 
phone interview Feb. 23. 

“What 1 told Mr. 
Thompson was that if he 
stayed and heard the pres¬ 
entation 1 thought that he 
might have something to 
say to me afterward." 

Anglin felt Thompson, 
MP for Wildrose, saw the 
issue as a provincial one, 
not a federal one. But 
Thompson did stay and 
even took to the podium. 

“I’m going to alert other 
officials (about the issue),” 
Thompson said, before 
advising the 300 in atten¬ 
dance at the Crossfield 
Community Centre to 
think carefully and consult 
with those who were 
knowledgeable on the situ¬ 
ation before moving for¬ 
ward. 

“It really doesn’t make 
sense in this day and age,” 
he commented after step¬ 
ping down from the podi¬ 
um. He was talking about 
one of the points brought 
up by Anglin, that of alter¬ 
nating .jpirreot _ ppwer 
lines being built above 
ground on towers spread 
across populated farms 
and communities rather 
than the use of newer 
technology running below 
ground along designated 
transportation utility cor¬ 
ridors. 

“We need to get away 
from the old way of doing 
things.” 

According to Anglin any 
politician he’s been able to 
make his arguments heard 
by has understood why the 
battle is being fought. 

Anglin and the Rirnbey- 
based Invest a Area Group 
have held open houses 
throughout the province in 
an attempt to build public 
awareness of the issue, 
which he sees as a serious 
breech of both the demo¬ 


cratic process and proce¬ 
dures set up by the Alberta 
Energy and Utilities Board. 

“The law says that we 
have the right to be con¬ 
sulted,” he said.

In the fall of 2006 
AltaLink Management Ltd. 
applied to the EUB and 
Alberta Environment to 
construct a transmission 
line between Edmonton 
and Calgary. In a related 
application, EPCOR 
Transmission Ltd. applied 
to the ElIB for alterations 
to the Genesee substation 
in Edmonton. 

“The day that the Alberta 
Electric System Operator 
or AltaLink drew a line on 
a map was the day we had 
the right to be informed,” 
said Anglin, who lives near 
Rimbey and admits that 
although he has been very 
involved in the protest 
movement, his land will 
not be affected,” said 
Anglin. 

“Even though it’s not on 
my land these are my 
neighbours. It’s an old 
adage that if you’re not 
willing to fight for your 
neighbours rights, what 
makes you think they'll be 
willing to fight for your 
rights.” 

David Swann, member of 
legislative assembly for 
Calgary-Mountain View, 
and the only MLA to attend 
the Feb. 17 meeting, 
agreed there is a need to 
fight.

the strongest lobbying is 
from politicians who are 
clearly making decisions 
that favour industry in this 
province over longer-term 
thinking about where 
we’re going and how we’re 
going to get there.” 

Swann said concerned 
citizens need to turn on 
the light and turn up the 
heat to get politicians to 
make different choices. 

When asked what he 
thought of the meeting, 
Swann said, “Albertans 
are asking some of the big¬ 
ger questions around 
where we’re going with 
energy development and 
why we continue to simply 
have a hap-hazard 
approach wherever the 
business interest is there’s 
where we develop it 
seems." 

Two members of the 
Green Party were also 
present, as were members 
of the United Power 
Transmission Area 

Groups, including presi¬ 
dent Glenn Smith, who 
lives west of Didsbury on 
land that already has nine 
towers on it. 

While a lot of the politi¬ 
cal members Anglin invit¬ 
ed to the Saturday after¬ 
noon meeting did not 
show, he feels open houses 
such as the Jan. 13 and 
Feb. 17 ones held in 
Crossfield are the best way 
of getting information out 
to the public and eventual¬ 
ly attracting the attention 
of decision makers. 

“Our most difficult prob¬ 
lem as just average citizens 
is we’ve not been heard,” 
said Anglin. 

Lavesta Area Group is 
one of several groups of 
concerned fanners in the 
province opposed to the 
power line route. 

A hearing scheduled by 
the EUB in February was 
postponed to March 12 in 
order to allow for the pro¬ 
cessing and preparation of 
responses to a letter-writ¬ 
ing protest campaign initi¬ 
ated by the groups. 

Anglin hopes the hearing 
will provide an opportuni¬ 
ty for farmers to stand up 
for their rights as landown¬ 
ers. 

“What I would advise 
people to do is to come to 


the hearing and stand up 
for their rights because if 
they don’t get their rights, 
they will never win," he 
said. 

Swann said Anglin raised 
a number of questions Feb. 
17 around the process with 
which decisions are made 
in the province. 

“That it doesn’t include 
Albertans. It doesn’t 
include some of the best 
science and some of the 
best community visions on 
where they want to see 
themselves go," he said. 

“It’s clear that under the 
current regime we need 


more transmission and 
distribution of electricity 
but it’s not clear that the 
government has done it’s 
homework to conserve 
electricity in the first place 
and to give incentives for 
that and then move toward 
a more sustainable 
future.” 

The actual route the 
transmission line will take 
has been a bit unclear, he 
said, and those making the 
decisions less than forth¬ 
coming. 

“You have to present a 
fair process and this hasn’t 
been fair,” he said. 


“In fact, what we’re 
going to argue is right now 
the board has pretty much 
said that if you don’t live 
within 800 metres of the 
proposed line you don’t 
have standing, but the 
problem is no one can say 
where the exact proposed 
line is going because that’s 
to be determined in the 
next hearing. So, already 
it’s a moving target." 

The hearing is scheduled 
for March 12 in the 
Frontier room of the 
Prairie and Stockmen’s 
pavilion at Westerner Park 
in Red Deer.

“They’re getting com¬ 
fortable and they’re show¬ 
ing signs of getting 
along," said Discovery’s 
co-owner Doug Bos. 

At first the camels didn’t 
have much of a spark and 
there were worries that a 
match wouldn’t be made.

There are 
only nine female 
Bactrians in western 
Canada and none of them 
are having babies. There 
are also not many left in 
the wild. 

Bos said increasing the 
camel population in cap¬ 
tivity, before their num¬ 
bers start to dwindle, is 
important. 

“You have to be proac¬ 
tive in planning.” 

He explained that if 
Kelly gets pregnant, she 
won’t have a baby until 
spring 2008. That baby, if 
it’s a female, won’t be able 
to reproduce until 2012. 

“It’s a long process. In 
50 years there could be 
none left in the wild,” he 
said. “Our wild popula¬ 
tion of animals, it doesn’t 
matter if it’s camels or 
polar bears, are getting 
very compromised.” 

There is no real time- 
frame for how long Kelly 
will stay in Innisfail, but 
breeding season typically 
ends in May. Bos said they 
will do tests in a month or 
two to see if she’s pregnant. 
If the match is successful, 
two more camels in 
Winnipeg will probably 
come to Innisfail. Kleaver 
may also get some girl¬ 
friends from Vancouver or 
Calgary zoos.

Comedy cure for 


winter blues 


If laughter is indeed “the best medi¬ 
cine,” then this week’s drama in 
Didsbury is just what the doctor ordered 
to cure the winter blues. 

After more than six months of 
rehearsals and preparation, Didsbury's 
ZEM & Friends theatre group is set to 
present the British comedy Charlie’s 
Aunt this Friday and Saturday. 

Originally written in the late 1800s by 
Brandon Thomas, Charlie’s Aunt has 
been performed hundreds of times 
worldwide and through its many stage 
and motion picture revivals has brought 
audience members to tears of laughter. 

“1 am so excited about this produc¬ 
tion," said director Suzi Neufeld of Olds. 
“Because it is a comedy, 1 feel that it is a 
good, wholesome story that people will 
really enjoy.” 

As the lighthearted story opens, two 
young British gentlemen - desperate to 
see their sweethearts - invite their young 
ladies to lunch, confident they will be 
chaperoned by a wealthy aunt from 
Brazil.
